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Added Claims 1 13-122 each recite a first member having an uneven 
geometry with features as defined m those respective claims. For substantially the same 
reasons as those set forth in the Remarks section of the Amendment filed on February 19, 
2003, with respect to the independent claims addressed in that Amendment, Applicants 
respectfully submit that the prior art (i.e . U.S. Patent 4,181.870 (Stevens)) relied on by the 
Examiner in the Office Action dated November 18, 2002 is not seen to teach or suggest a 
first member having an uneven geometry with features as recited in Claims 1 13-122, and 
thus Claims 1 13-122 arc each deemed clearly patentable over that art 

Since this Supplemental Amendment is filed merely as a supplement to the 
Amendment timely filed on Febniary 19, 2002 in response to the Office Action dated 
November 18, 2002. it is believed that no extension fee is required in connection herewith.
